him. Indanger of periſhing; By ſickneſle, 
to heare of one will make hm well againe : 
By ſentenceof the law,of one with a pardon 
ro ſane his life : By enemies, of one 21 will 
reſcue, and (ct him in fafetie. "Tellany of 
theſe, aſſure them but of a Samonr, itis the 
belt newes he euerheard in his lite. There is 
joy in thename of a Sautour. And euen this 
way, this child is a Squiour too. Poteſt hoc 
facere , ſed hoc noneſt opus eius. This he can 
doe,burthis is not his worke: a further mat« 
terthere is ; a greater ſaluation He came for. 
Anditmay be, wee need not any of theſe, 
- wearenorpreſently ficke, inno feare of the 
law, inno danger of enemies. ' Andit may 
be, it we were, we fancie to our ſelues to bee 
releeued ſome other way.

Sinneitis,wil deſtroy vs all. And(to ſpeake 
of a Sauiour)there is no perſon on earth bath 
ſo muchneed of a Sawionr, as hath a finer :

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nothing ſo dangerous, ſo deadly vnto vs, as 
is the fare in our boſome, nothing from 
which wehaue ſo much need to bee ſaned, 
whatſoeuer account we make of it. From 
ir,commeth vpon vs all the euill of this life:

worth the ſpeaking of, Aboucallthen,we 
need a Sawtour ; for our ſoules; and from our 
funes,and trom the euerlatting deſtrution, 
which finne will bring vpon vs 1n the other 
lite, not farre from vs, not from him of vs, 
that thinketh it fartheſt of.
